In 1900, the cost of the help extended, 
exceeded by £70 the amount c »llected, and it 
is believed that the whole Jewish community 
would regret, if from paucity of funda, this 
forthcoming Passover, in which many will! be 
taking holiday, shoud prove to the poor a 
period of tribulation and privation, and nct 
as it should be a time of gladness and 
rejoicing.

YHE COMMITTEE of the above 


institution in appealing for help for 
the Passover Relief Fund, with which the 
winter work of the Soup Kitchen has for 
some years closed, think themselves justified 
in pointing with satisfaction to the improve- 
ments introiuced during the past years ia the 
method of distribution of the festival 
comforts which this fund seeks to provide.

property, and it has no accamulated balance 
on which it can draw. 

In 1900, the cost of the help extended, 
exceeded by £70 the amount c lected, and it 
is believed that the whole Jewish community 
would regret, if from paucity of funda, this 
forthcoming Passover, in which many will be 
taking holiday, shoud prove to the poor a 
period of tribulation and privation, and nct 
as it should be a time of gladness and 
rejoicing.

Sirn,—Your correspondent, Mr. J. A. Samuel. will, | am sure, be glad to be 
informed that the Home for Aged Jews, even in its present very inade uate 
and antiquated buildings, des provide, and always has provided, the ordinary 
nursing and medical aid that its inmates may require as they advance in years 
and as their faculties vive way. 

The Home certainly does not admit fresh inmates whose state of health 
would re«juire them to have exceptional care devoted to them. The Home for 
Aged Jews is not an infirmary, When, however, any of the inmates. afcer they 
have been admitted, suffer from senile decay, as many do, every attention and 
care is paid to them, and the Committee would never think of 
turning them out of the Institution to end their days ina Christian Iofirmary. 
I may add that I do not know of a single instance of such a thing having been 
done in the past.

FAMINE RUSSIA. 


Sir,—Another failure of the harvest has visited Southern Russia and our 
coreligionists are again confronted with starvation. The peasantry is looked 
after by the Government and by the Agrarians. But the Jews, although human 
beings, are not peasants, and are, therefore, overlooked. True the kitcheng 
opened by the Agrarians are not closed to the Jews, but their dietary laws

The result was that in the districta of Odessa, K hereop 
Ekaterinoslav, Ananieff and others, about 2.400 families, numbering over |» :\) 
souls, are literally starving. There is neither bread nor fuel! More thay this 
the Committee cannot do, except appealing to the benevolent all the worjd over 
to come to the rescue of their starving brethren. To attain this, the Committee 
has issued an appeal which has been published by the Russo-Jewish Press and 
which may have come under your notice. 

It fell last year to my lot to draw the attention of your readers :, our 
famine-stricken brethren in Rassia, and I do so now again. My object is not «,, 
much to appeal to the English Jews proper. They do not want to be reminded 
But I appeal to that large number of Russo-Polish Jews who know what 
suffering meant to them when in Russia, and who now live in comparative 
comfort on these hospitable English shores, and elsewhere under the British 
flag. Them I ask to think of their starving countrymen and to send their 
mites before it is too late. For let me tell _ that cases of death from 
starvation have already been recorded amongst the famine-stricken Jews. 

You, Sir, were kind enough to receive subscriptions for that purpose Jas: 
year, and I have no doubt you will willingly do so again. 

May my appeal fall on ears who can hear, and strike hearts that can fe.).

WHAT IS A JEW? 


Sir,—In his communication to your previous issue, Mr. J. H. Levy makes 
reference to a Paper recently read by me before the Maccabwans on the question. 
“What is a Jew?” Mr. Levy is such a serious and honest thinker, whose one 
desire is “to know what is true whatever it may be, in order to do what js 
right, whatever it may be,” that criticism from him can never be anything but 
welcome, even thcugh it be unfavourable. But I could wish that in this 
instance it bad been more careful. Mr. Levy should have taken the trouble to 
represent my views with some approach to correctness. He has not done so. 
His inaccuracies are the less excusable, inasmuch as an abstract of my Paper 
appeared in your columns on the 15th of last month. Mr. Levy writes: © He 
detinesa Jew as an observer of Judaism, and Judaism as consisting of at least 
four institutions: Circumcision, the Sabbatb, the Passover and the Day of 
Atonement, ‘This makes the connotation of ‘Jew’ entirely ceremonial. There 
1s not a scrap of ethics or religion in it,” 

I did not define “ Jew,” as “an observer of Judaism" merely. ()bservance 
was only one of two characteristics on which I dwelt. I referred distin tly, and 
in the first place, to belief. Lsaid: “ The synagogue is composed of persons 
‘professing the Jewish religion. Whatdoesthat mean! What arethe minima 
of belief and practice that constitute a Jew? A Jew must believe, at least 
in the cardinal principle of the Jewish faith—the Unity of Gou, A Jewish 
Atheist is a contradiction in terms, because Judaism is the very negation of 
Atheism. Nor can a Jew belp subscribing to the belief in a Jewish Mission, 
because unless he thinks that Jews have a special work to do in the world that 
canuot as well be performed by any other people, there is no reason why hie 
should remain a Jew. Let me call particular attention to the words, ‘ unless be 
thinks that Jews have a special work to do in the world that cannot as weil be 
performed by any other people.” I explained their significance in the course of 
the debate, when I said that belief in the Mission of Israel involves the belief 
in “certain ideals of conduct that are not shared or not fully shared by the 
members of other creeds.” Clearly, then, in one part of my definition | have 
attached the utmost importance to ethics and religion, and my connotation of the 
term is as far as possible from being “ entirely ceremonial.” 

- And Mr. Levy once more misleads your readers in saying: ‘ Mr. Harris 
absolved us from one of the four—the Sabbath, which was therefore to be 
excluded from the definition—on the ground that it had been found impracti- 
cable, a circumstance rather difficult to reconcile with the theory of its divine 
institution.” This is a parody rather than a statement of mv views. \ot 
being a priest of the Romish Church, it is not in my power to absolve people from 
any religious observance, even from observances of far less importance 
than the Jewish Sabbath. What was I proposing! Tests of conformity by 
which one might differentiate a Jew from a person who (though: born a Jew), 
has no claim to the retention of the title. Now it is obvious that—assuming 
the propriety or possibility of such tesis—they must be of the fewest possible 
number, and be restricted to ceremonials which are universally observed 
throughout Jewry. Circumcision, the Passover, and the Day of Atonement are 
observed universally by Jews, or nearly so. Can the same be said of the 
Sabbath’ Unfortunately,no. Perhaps not more than half of the members 
of our synagogues, even, not to speak of those who comprise the Jewish com: 
munity as a whole, observe the Sabbath. Then could anything be more absurd 
than to propose a test, the application of which would deny the title of Jew 
to so large a section of the Jewish community? One is compelled. therefore 
to reject the Sabbath as a practical criterion of what constitutes a Jew. Une 
rejects it not because one doubts its divine authority, not because oue deg te 
it as “ impracticable,” or attributes less sanctity to 1t than to Circumcision, te 
Passover, and the Day of Atonement—in the Mosaic Law all four institutions are 
placed upon a footing of equal importance—but because in modern times i! ; 
only partially observed, whereas the other three institutions command a genera 
and almost universal adherence, So much, then, for Mr. Levy's statement that 
I have “absolved” bim and others from keeping the Jewish Sabbath. | 

With regard to the supreme and final test which I suggest—burial \0 4 
Jewish cemetery—permit me to point out that the validity of such a diagnosis 
is not disproved by describing it as a post mortem one. Pust mortem nooner 
tions are often the only means we possess of discovering how people have ecn 
constituted in life.

snotation, or both. There are those who contend that its sole differentiating 
characteristic 18 racial. As one speaker at the debate put it: “Once a Jew 
always 3 Jew. This idea, as we know, prevails largely—almost uniformly— 
smong Clhiristians, who talk of Lord Beaconsfield and other converts to 
Christianity as “ Jews.” But we cannot allow our definition of such a term to 
be imposed upon us from outside, To me it seems that at the very root of the 
~onception lies the religious idea, Jews are nothing if not a religious brother. 
hood. ‘They are bound together by the ties of religion even more closely than 
by those of blood. Otherwise it would be impossible for people to become Jews 
by adoption, #.¢, by conversion to the Jewish faith. It was as a protest against the 
sacial theory which is gaining ground among us to an alarming extent with the 
decline of Jewish observance and the weakening of Jewish faith, that I sub- 
mitted my Paper to the Maccabwans. I maintain that a man cannot live as a 
“nothingarian,” and be buried as one, and yet claim to be regarded as a Jew. 
He must “ profess the Jewish religion.” What this means in the case of 
persons who are accepted as members of synagogues and interred in Jewish 
burial grounds, we need not enquire ; indeed, we may not enquire, Our syna- 
gogues have to settle that question for themselves. But in other circumstances 
we are free to ask the question which I put: ‘“ What are the minima of belief 
and practice ” constituting this particular profession ?

OVERCROWDING IN THE EAST. END, 


Sin.—The able article of Mr. Walter 8. Cohen. in your last week's issue 
anent the means adopted to cope with the overcrowding of the Jewish poor in 
New York, induces me to draw the attention of our community to the efforts 
now being made by a body of gentlemen, with the Hon. Charles Rothschild as 
their Chairman, who have formed themselves into a Committee for the same 
object but by different means. Mr. Cohen throws out a suggestion that we 
should build factories outside London, subsidise them if necessary and thus 
draw the Jews of the East End to these factories. 

This may or may not prove successful, In any case a large sum of money 
would be necessary. Where is this to come from? By our plan, namely, to 
build a synagogue for 650 congregants and class rooms for 4\") children in the 
district of Stoke Newington, a scheme which has had the careful consideration 
of the Council of the United Synagogue, who have given it their entire approval, 
coupled with a grant of £5,000, we arrive at the same result, with a minimum of 
risk, Our object is to build this synagogue and class rooms, where the parents 
of hundreds of children are already, and where a great many of our poorer 
brethren of the East End are continually migrating, where they live amid 
healthy surroundings, and where they can reach their business and occupation 
ata very small outlay, owing to the extreme cheapness of travelling. 

The poor Jews of the East End, knowing of the existence of such a place 
of worship and where they can send their children to receive a religious 
education, will not be long in removing to these healthy surroundings. 

All who subscribe to this worthy object will have the satisfaction of knowing 
that they have in some way assisted to alleviate the over-crowding of our poor 
Jewish brethren in the East End of London. 

The residents of the neighbourhood, though poor, have already subscribed 
liberally. Four thousands pounds is still required, and I appeal to the well. 
wishers of our poor to assist us in carrying out the necessary work, and will be 
glad to receive contributions and offers of assistance. |

numerous speeches and letters you have published, And when, as he puts it, I 
called him to account for his extravagance, he justified himself by telling the 
meeting that what he said were great and solemn truths, and that however un- 
palatable, he felt impelled to make them known to the world, indeed he had 
quite a stock more of those truths with which he intended to regale us at 
another and early opportunity. Now [ do not quarrel with Mr. de Haass opinions

THE HOME AND HOSPITAL FOR JEWISH INCURABLES. 


Sir,—Had Mr. Lennox Loewe been content, last week, to have addressed 
to your journal the suggestions contained in the last two percent of his 
epistle, one could not have failed to have appreciated and admired his intention, 

ut from the tone and temper of its introductory passages ; the impression 1s 
conveyed that your correspondent has his own axe to grind. I shall not dwell 
Upon the danger of such tacti¢s when directed towards a charitable institution, 


but prefer! to delegate it to the better feelings of Mr. Loewe when he has time 
for thought and reflection. Happily, in this instance, there is no need for alarm. 

Does Mr. Loewe submit that a paper is any the less fair and impartial 
because on every occasion it fails to publish in extenso the names (perhaps the 
addresses aleo) of every individual in the community, who, at some time or 
other, has shared in the foundation or management of a particular institution ! 
And without wishiny to disparage or adversely criticise those who so assiduously 
worked for the benefit of this institution in its early career should not the 
results of their labours be ample compensation’ Do in Heaven's name let us 
stay this clamour for self-aggrandisement. 

But “to come to the main point.” The present Committee and Officers 
consist, so your correspondent states and deplores, of the “lite of Anglo- 
Jewish aristocracy.” How ridicnlous, Only one of two inferences can be 
drawn from such a statement. Either Mr. Loewe knows not the meaning of 
‘he expression, or is painfully ignorant of the subject upon which he writes. 
[ shall not contest the former, as the present Board is composed in the maj >r 
part of personal friends, many made through my Association with the institution 
in an outside capacity, but your readers may probably observe in this some proof 
of the absolute inaccuracy of the term.

You, Sir, will be cognisant of the fact, although your 
correspondent apparently is not aware, that there is an East London Incurable 
Aid Society attached to the Parent: Institution, and one of its rules allows the 
branch the power to recommend one of its number for election on the Board 
of Management of the Institution, Furthermore, subscribers to the subsidiary 
Society have equal rights and privileges of a subscriber paying direct to the 
Institution. I know it is the desire of the authorities to extend the sphere of 
action and establish similar bodies in other parts of London and the Provinces 
with no doubt corresponding rules and regulations as applied to East London. 
Is this not democratic enough for your correspondent! If so, will he seize the 
opportunity and offer a helping hand to form such a branch in the district in 
which he resides’ 

Don't let Mr. Loewe chide and sneer at the present holders of office, rather 
let him applaud and hail with satisfaction and delight as 1 do after an inspec- 
tion of the new building shortly to be opened, that their advent, energy and 
perseverance have been the means of erecting such aglorious baven of rest for 
those so sorely stricken down, Let us not revert to the old order of things 
referred to when the annual general meetings were signalised by strife, discord 
and disruption, the primary cause of the attendance of “ hundreds from every 
shade of society,” which to a spectator may have been exceedingly “ exciting 
and lively,’ but to one like myself who played a humble part both with pen and 
tongue condemnatory of the old Board of Management, the period was some- 
what anxious, critical and painful. , 

Gladly would my Committee welcome the names of any ladies and gentle- 
men, be they aristocrats or otherwise, willing.to assist the objects of this branch.

“ROUMANIA AS A PERSECUTING POWER.” 


Sirn.—With great interest I read in your issue of February 15th your résumé 
of Mr. F. C. Conybeare’s article, “ Roumania as a Persecuting Power,” and I am 
very glad to see that gentleman takes so much interest as to gather all the 
information he possibly can for the sake of truth and justice. But as a Rou- 
manian who served from 1881 to 1585, and finding there five contingents which 
entered in 1877 to 1881, I would like to point out to Mr. Conybeare that the 
information he has obtained referring to Jewish soldiers signing petitions to get 
dismissed from the Army is not founded on facts. I don't think for one moment 
that such a petition is in existence, but as a real Englishman, when he sees 
“ official” signatures, he may think them correct. However, my experience of 
the Roumanian Army has convinced me that a good many signatures produced 
against the Jews must be frauds, and lenciose you a copy of the signature of 
a Commanding Ofticer to attest the Rabbi's signature as correct. 

I have never known, or heard inside a barracks of any Jewish soldier, a 
Roumanian subject, sending a petition for his dismissal from the Army. I am 
convinced that every Jewish soldier wko enters the Army is too willing to give his 
last drop of blood for his country, and I have never come in contact with or 
heard of any coreligionist who sent petitions for dismissal except foreign 
subjects, who produce passports from their Government, and, according to the 
laws of the country, are not allowed to join the Army, | 

As regards forged signatures, I, as a non-commissioned officer, have more 
experience than other people can have, and to prove that my statement is 
correct I am enclosing a copy of my Livret, on which you will see a Rabbi's 
signature and the Captain's signature attesting that the first signature is correct. 
I would like to ask our Commandant have I ever taken my oath as is stated. 
If so I will prove through the books in the office that I was not with my battery 
at the time, and the second thing where is the Rabbi's seal’ In fact anyone can 
see it is not a Rabbi's writing, but how the Rabbi's signature is there is easily 

x plained. 
: "The Captain takes in a Jewish soldier, fills up any paper he likes, and 
makes him sign what he wants, and if he should decline, the first thing that is put 
before him is an order from his chief, which must be executed and not disputed, 
or he gets thirty days or fifty lashes. Therefore, I am convinced that those 
signatures which have been shown to Mr, Conybeare’s informant must be put 
there to blame the Jews, and to prove the authorities honest in 
the eyes of the civilised world. But I think they deserve a worse name than 
Mr. Conybeare gives them. Let honest men judge whether they deserve to be 


a Government.

COCHIN JEWS AND INSCRIPTIONS, 


Sir,—Will you be so good as to grant me a small share of your space to 
give a few details ia reply to a query proposed by your Cochin correspondent 
in the issue of your journal of 18th January inst., whether the plates in the 
University Library Cambridge are of copper or of brass. 

I believe Dr. Claudius Buchanan was the first to awaken a kindly interest 
in the Malabar Jews, and their state of existence as a distinct colony in Southern 
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India frequently occupied his thoughts. His heart yearned as he longed to 
witness the great “sight” of a distinct and separate people that had remained 
“burning like the bush of Moses and not consumed.” He visited the Cochin 
Jews in 1806, and from the account given in his Christian Researches, he writes 
under February 4th 1807 :— 


I now requested they would shew me their brass plate. Having been given by a 
native King it is written of course in the Malabaric language and character, and is now &0 
old that it cannot be well understood. .. . I have employed, by their permission, 
an engraver at Cochin, to execute a facsimile of the original plate. on copper. 

A foot-note adde: The original is engraved on both tides of the plate, the facsimile 
forms two plates. These are now deposited in the Public Library at the University of 
Cambridge.

Mr. Dutt fathers it, 
however, and so perpetuates an accusation, which long ago should have been 
consigned to oblivion as a lying figment of treacherous brains. 

| take the opportunity of correcting a curious error arising out of this tale. 
Thomas of Moumouth's Chronicle, written in Latin, gives the name of the 
prime mover in the alleged martyrdom as “ Deus-eum-adjuvet,”’ God help him. 
Mr. James jumps to the conclusion that his Hebrew name was Eleazar (God, 
my help), and Eleazar’s name appears as the veritable sinner repeatedly, when- 

‘ever allusion is made to him, 

This is a positive error. ‘' Deus-eum-adjuvet "is none other than the famous 
Rabbi Hosea (Giod save bim) of Norwich. of whom a curious tale is related in 
Mr. Jacobs's Jews of Angevin England, page 53. EHleazar of Norwich is to me 
unknown. Hosea escaped his doom in 1141, but was subsequently murdered by 
the myrmidons of one Simon of Noyers, a native of Norfolk.

The voluntary Census workers who met at the Chief Rabbi's invitation last 
Yonday will be glad to hear that their efforts are thoroughly appreciated by 
he authorities. As is well known, the Jewish refugees in the Kast End who

Similar 
steps were taken at the last census, and elicited a hearty expression of thanks 
from the Superintendent Registrar of the Whitechapel District (Mr. Vallance). 
in the course of a letter, which he addressed to Dr. Adler, he remarked: “| 
ssther that the work was generally carried out smoothly and successfully. For 
this result I feel that we are largely indebted to you and to the Hebrew 
volunteers in the foreign sections of the district. So warm is the appreciation 
expressed by registrars and enumerators that I feel it incumbent upon me to 
take the earliest opportunity of expressing to you my grateful acknowledgments, 
Che difficulties which presented themselves were certainly exceptional, but the 
generosity and thoroughness of your co-operation, not only removed these 
difficulties, but enabled the work to be carried on in a manner which compares 
favourably with some other (according to accounts) better circumstanced 
districts.” 

A representative of the Jewish Chronicle who paid a couple of visits to the 
census officials was rejoiced to find this feeling of gratitude still alive in their 
breasts. Said the Assistant Secretary to the Census (Mr. Archer Bellingham) - 

Although there is a large Jewish colony here, yet so appreciative are they of 
the liberty and toleration extended to them that they are very willing to fill up 
the returns and ease our task to the fullest extent of their power. Further. 
more, owing to the co-operation of Dr. Adler and the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, the census so far as the Jews are concerned is a comparatively easy 
matter. Their schedules were filled up with an astonishing degree of accuracy 
last time. When the officials came to their doors the returns were handed to 
them without fuss or difficulty ; and the result was, in a word, that the Jews 
gave the least trouble of all the sections of the population, If you knew what 
it means to get an intelligible return, say from an illiterate iron-worker in the 
Midlands and the consequent trials of.the poor enumerator, you would under- 
stand our deep appreciation of Jewish co-operation in this matter.” 

Mr. Noe! Humphreys (the Secretary of the last census and one of the chief 
assistants in the present enumeration) told the Jewish Clronicle representative 
that in a number of cases in 1891, recalcitrant people had to be prosecuted for 
persistent refusal to fill up their forms—a £5 fine can be imposed upon such 
ofenders—but that in no instance did a Jew misbehave himself in this way. 
“We were not compelled to take proceedings against any member of the Jewish 
faith,” he said, 

“There is no religious census in this country, Mr. Humphreys,” remarked 
the representative of the Jewish Chroncle, ‘‘ and consequently there is no possi- 
vility of ascertaining the exact number of Jews to be found in the United 
Kingdom. You know we Jews would rather like a census of this sort, as we 
think our numbers are largely over-estimated.” A suspicion of a smile seemed

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OBITUARY. 


Mr. JOSEPH ABRAHAMS. 


A familiar figure, in St. (;eorge’s-in-the-East District, has )ust passed away, in the 
person of Mr. Joseph Abrahams, a 
well-known East-end ornithologist 
whose death took place on Friday 
morning last. Mr. Abrahams was 
born in Leeds in 1839, the son of 
Mr. Isaac Abrahams, proprietor of 
the Polytechnic Music Hail in that 
town. At the age of I!) years he 
went to Australia to join the gold- 
seekers in thatregion. He was one 
of the pioneers of the gold-mining 
industry of the Bendigo and Bal- 
laarat Goldfields in Victoria, and was 
the possessor of the first ‘ Miner's 
right” issued to dig for gold. Mr. 
Abrahams returned to England in 
1861, when he shortly afterwards 
succeeded to his father-in-law's 
business as a naturalist, to which he 
devoted himself assiduously and 
enthusiastically. 

His business place was situated at 
St. George Street, FE. otherwise 
known as “Ratcliff Highway.” 
‘Tucked away in this ugly street of 
grimy bricks and mortar was 
a veritable zoological paradise, crammed with rare birds and beasts 
of every description. Mr. Abrabams was one of the greatest ornithologists of 
the day, and he loved to have about him the birds he cared for so much and 
knew so well. Visitors to his establishment wandered amazed through aviaries 
of gaily-plumaged birds, from tiny scraps of twittering life to great green and 
grey-coated parrots. ‘The deceased was on friendly terms—owing to business 
transactions—with several of the crowned heads of Europe, wlio sought to obtain 
the specimens of birds for which he was renowned. Mr. Abrahams was proud 
of the fact that in his business connection he received several visits from the 
King of the Belgiansand King Edward VII., when Prince of Wales. Asa con- 
noisseur of a rura avis, Mr. Abrabams had few equals, and lis loss to the feathered 
world is keenly regretted. Mr. Abrahams was intimately connected with the 
Royal College of Surgeons, the Natural History department of the British 
Museum, was a Fellow of the Royal Zoological Society, and for years past one 
of the judges at the Crystal Palace and other bird shows, 

In St. George's the deceased earned for himself the reputation of a shrewd 
and honourable man of business, and won general respect in the parish. Mr. 
Abrahams was one of the founders of an East End Philanthropic Society, which 
since its formation has done very useful work. In ordinary private life, Mr 
Abrahams was easily wrestled with ; but in political life—which was his especial 
hobby—be was a redoubtable local gladiator in all: political contests. 
Mr. Abrahams held various public positions in connection with the Conservative 
and Unionist Party, and at the time of his death was President of the St. 
George's and Wapping Conservative and lnionist Association, a position for- 
merly held by Mr. Harry H. Marks, J.P., when representing that constituency 
in Parliament. 


The interment, which took place at Plashet Cemetery on Sunday last, was 
largely attended both by Jews and Christians, and a number of floral tributes were 
received from various *epresentative bodies and influential persons—Mr, T. R. 
Dewar, M.P.. Mr. H. H. Marks, J.P., Mr. (i eorge Foster, L.C.C., and Mr. Alder- 
man Silver being among the number. Mr. Abrahams leaves no children. His 
widow was a daughter of the late Moses Nathan, and a grandniece of the late 
Henry Moses, the founder of the Beddington family. ‘The deceased was a 
brother of Mr. Morris Abrahams, lately proprietor of the Pavilion Theatre, 
and well known for many years as a communal worker in the East End. 
formerly a Warden of the East London Synagogue and a member of the 

Jouncil of the United Synagogue, 


Mr. EMANUEL ABRAHAMS. 


A well-known and respected East Londoner passed away on Monday 
last by the death of Mr. Emanuel Abrahams, who spent the greater part of 
his life in the Stepney district, and actively co-operated with his 
brother-in-law, Mr. Henry Hymans, in the establishment of the East London 
Synagogue, and, as a member of the Building Committee rendered assistance in 
the collection of donations to the Building Fund. Although he persistently 
declined nomination for any official position, he took the liveliest interest in the 
affairs of the synagogue which he had assisted in founding, and to which he was 
attached in a very real sense. For close upon twenty-four years he occupied 
the same seat in the Synagogue and he seldom failed to attend in his place at 
all three services held on Sabbaths and Festivals. He was also present at public 
worship on all important occasions during the week, his last appearance in the 
Synagogue being on the evening of the Fast of Esther just a week before his 
death. A few days later he was advised by his medica! attendant to undergo an 
operation, and he entered the London Hospital, where he peacefully passed 
away in the presence of Mr. Henry Hymans and other members of his family. 
Throughout his life the late Mr. Abrahams rigorously adhered to the old paths 
of traditional Judaism, and was very averse to any departure from those ritual 
customs, the observance of which afforded him the greatest happiness and 
joy. He was a great admirer of the old-fashioned school of Chazonuth, 
and he delighted to tell his reminiscences of the days of Chazan Ascher of the 
(;reat Synagogue, and Chazan Barnett of the New. Unlearned as he was, few 
Jews of his class could compete with him in his knowledge of Prayer Book and 
Bible, and he passed his days in that spirit of piety and humility which the 
constant contemplation of the sacred books breathes into every-day life. 
‘Mark the innocent man and bc hold the upright, for the latter end of that man 
is peace,”—J. F. S.

Sister Rose LinA Stlaprere has returned to her parents’ home in 
Melbourne. She has been in the thick of the South African war, and jy< had 
experience such as falls to the lot of very few ladies, even in her own profession 
She was in Ladysmith during the siege, and the hardships she there },4q to 
undergo are beyond all description. She had under her charge as many as eighty. 
four patients at one time, all more or less suffering from enteric fever or 
what is perhaps as bad, dysentery, At first there was a plentiful supply of drugs 
and medical comforts, but these gradually vanished as the siege dragged on to 
an unexpected length. Many atime had she to appeal to the officers in charge of 


the camp to endeavour to obtain what was required for the suffering soldiers 
and her appeal, inspired by a sense of duty, as well as by womanly sympathy. had 
generally the desired effect. ‘When the siege was raised, incessant work ot the 
most fatiguing nature began to tell upon Miss Shappere’s own health. She wag 
invalided home, but it was not by any means a pleasure trip, as she was placed 
in charge of a large number of invalided soldiers, whose comfort had to be 
looked after as well as her own. Arrived in England, she remained only about 
ten days, and then, as she had sufficiently recruited her health and strength 
she returned to the veldt. Miss Shappere has a large collection of mementoes 
of the war. Amongst these are a cup and saucer from Mr. Kruger'’s house 
weapons and ornaments made and used by the Kaffirs, and, above all. a Boer 
rifle, which was presented toher.

City of London Widows’ Benevolent Society.—The annual genera! 
meeting of the City of London Widows’ Benevolent Society was held on Sunday 
last at the office, 4, Great Prescot Street. Mr. A. Ricardo, the President, occupied 
the Chair, and Mr, A. Kesner, the Vice-Chair, The Chairman regretted the 
absence, through illness, of the Secretary, Mr, A. Prins, and announced that Mr. 
Raphael Hart, one of the auditors, had kindly taken his place prv tem. The 
adoption of the balance sheet was proposed by Mr. W. Cohen, and seconded by 
Mr. Rosenberg, and carried unanimously. The balance sheet shows an income 
of £529: the subscriptions for the year amounted to £522, while the amount 
deposited in the Moorfields Bank together with interest is £183. The Society 
numbers 1,158 subscribers, of whom 41 are annual, 228 quarterly, 804 weekly and 
115 monthly. The amount of bounty paid to widows since the establishment of 
the Society is £5,030. The Chairman stated that on account of the illness of 
the Secretary no vote of condolence had been sent to Mr. M. Rosenberg on his 
recent bereavement; an apology was tendered to Mr. Rosenberg and it was 
agreed that a vote of condolence to him be entered on the minutes, The Chair- 
man said he had much pleasure in inviting all the members of the Committee 
and officers of the Society to bis private house on the 24th inst., to celebrate the 
marriage of hisson.

Art Gallery in High Street, Whitechapel, bas been erected at a cost. including 
site and equipment, of £15,600, the contributions to which included

The Earl of Rosebery opened the Art Gallery on Tuesday, and among those 
present were the Chief Rabbi, Sir Samuel Montagu, Sir Philip Magnus Mr Stuart 
M. Samuel, M.P., and Mrs, Samuel. In the course of his address Lord Rosebery 
said : When I was here twenty years ago I remember well that Canoy Bareet 
said that he had made inquiries, and was convinced that 25 per cent. of the 
population about here never entered a church atall. I donot think he included 
the synagogue in that computation—| The Chief Rabbi: Hear, hear, Becaysg 
I suspect you would find a much larger percentage of attendance than that 
in the synagogue—(Hear, hear), But, at any rate, if you deplore the fact 
that 75 per cent. of your people do not go to church, and if you are conscious of 
the fact—which is really true, and even more true—that you cannot drive 
people to church, the best among us—tlie best divines, the most energetic 
clergy, such as Canon Barnett—must set about other means of civilising and 
raising the people around them, and induce them by their example and by their 
energy, if not to go to church in much larger numbers. at any rate to fee! 4 
wish to associate themselves in work and in worship with men such as 
themselves, 


Sir Samvuei. Monraut proposed the vote of thanks to Lord Riosenrry 
who, in said : As regards Sir Samuel Montagu s reminiscence 
I feel grave doubt. e has stated that I assisted him in a contested election 
here, and that he put up a placard that I backed him towin.—(Laughter) I am 
quite certain that that placard was put up without his knowledge, because jt 
contained what I must call an erroneous statement.—(Laughter.) [| do not ever 
remember backing him to win—if I had done so I should have been a ri: hier map 
thanlam.

The Exhibition was opened to the — on Wednesday, and when our 
representative visited the Gallery in theearly afternoon of that day a vlance round 
the then already crowded rooms sufficed to show that the East End Jew is nota 
whit behind his West Eaod brother in his admiration for the Fine Arts. The 
Jewish element was almost as numerous as the Christian, and of a better class, and 
was made up largely of young people of bothsexes. The foreigner predominated 
and it was amusing to see a small party of “ (ireeners,” by their appearance 
and conversation men of culture, standing in front of Caton Woodville’s 
“ Charge of the 21st Lancers at Omdurman,” and vainly endeavouring, owing to 
their ignorance of English, to locate the incident. A very interesting scene was 
witnessed in one of the smaller rooms, where Mr. H. F. Levinsolin (Assistant 
Hon. Secretary of the Jewish Board of Guardians, and of the Hon. Sev retaries of 
the Russo-Jewish Evening Class) was acting as cicerone toa group of Jewish girls 
from the Hanbury Street Board School ranged in front of a picture representing 
“ The Chapel of St. Clement, St. Mark, Venice.’ Mr, Levinsolin graphically 
described the lively scene on the Canal, and explained to his young audience 
the reason why the gorgeous gondola of centuries ago has been replaced by the 
plain but serviceable boat of to-day. A still larger party of Jewish girls from 
the Rutland Street Board School were also interes spectators of the ex- 
cellent collection of paintings. The most attractive picture for the Jewish 
visitor was undoubtedly one, the subject of which was familiar to most—’ Jews 
Reciting the Psalms,” lent by the artist, S. Sherwood Hunter, R.B.A. The 
artist has depicted the men weariny the Tallith, which appeared to be a source 
of mystery to Christians. viewing tne painting who had not provided themselves 
with the descriptive catalogue, 


It is appropriate that in an Art Gallery situated in Whitechapel, one of the 
portraits in the collection should be the Academy portrait of Mrs. Stuart 
M. Samuel (as a shepherdess) by Mr. Luke Fildes, R.A., lent by her husband, 
the member of Parliament for the borough. The portrait occupies 4 very 
conspicuous position in the ground floor gallery between portraits of Canon 5. 
A. Barnett and the late Mr. Gladstone, and very near that of the late (Jueen by 
Herr Von Angeli, which has been lent by the King. Hard by is a portrait of 
the late Mr. Ernest Hart by Mr. Frank Holl, lent by Mrs, Hart, the sister 
of Mrs. 8S. A. Barnett. In the upper gallery is a portrait lent by Mrs. Nathaniel 
Montefiore of her son, Mr. Claude G. Montefiore, whose genial face has been 
happily reproduced by Mr. G, F. Watts, R.A, 


The Exhibition includes paintings by Ernest Sichel, Alfred Hlias, Esther 
S. Sutro, Julius M. Price, Annette Elias, Simson Solomon, and Frank |.

A meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue was held on Tuesday 
last at the Central Synagogue Chambers, Charlotte Street, Portland Place. 
There were present :

, Council Chamber and Offices. 


A year ago a resolution was adopted by the Council instructing the Building 
Committee to obtain a report as to the practicability of erecting a suitable 
council chamber and offices on the site adjacent to the Great Synagogue, A sub- 
committee was appointed by the Building Committee, which, however, was 
unable to report definitely on the matter inasmuch as they had no authority to 
spend money on the preparation of plans, This resolution was communicated 
to the Council in the report of the Building Committee, and as a suggestion 
had been made that the Council meetings should be held at Jews’ College, the 
Building Committee thought it advisable to report back to the Council before 
going to expense in the matter. 

Mr, Frank 8. Lyons, the chairman of the Building Committee, in moving 
the adoption of the report, strongly urged the necessity for providing an 
adequate and suitable Council chamber. He said that the subject had been 
under consideration ever since 184i. The present council chamber was inade- 
quate and inconvenient, and consequently he asked the Council to decide on the 
erection of anew council chamber, and give the Building Committee authority 
to prepare the necessary plans. He moved the following resolution :— 


That in the opinion of the Council it is highly desirable that the offices of the United 
Synagogue and Burial Society Should be concentrated on the Duke Street site. 
That the Building Committee be requested to invite plans for the development 
of the site for offices for letting purposes, reserving so much as will be required 
for the necessary offices for the Council and for the Burial Society. That the 
said committee be authorised to take professional advice, and that the scheme, 
when ready, be submitted to the Council for approval. That meanwhile, the 
honorary officers be empowered to convene the meetings of the Council in such 
place as may from time to time be necessary. 


A long discussion was held on the subject. Messrs. A. Rosenre.p and 
A. M. Woo.r both supported the resolution, Mr. Henry Lei as, while con- 
ceding that a new Council Chamber was very much needed, and that it was 
extremely desirable that all the offices of the United Synavogue should be 
concentrated on one spot, deprecated the expenditure of any part of the small 
capital possessed by the United Synagogue on the erection of a large building. 
Mr. Fe.ix A, Davis said that in his opinion it would be a retrograde step and 
further tend to concentrate the Jews in East London, if the United Synagogue 
were to establish its headquarters on the borders of the East End, nor should 
the Council spend the capital of the United Synagogue on any object other 
than that of providing synagogue accommodation for the community. Mr. 
Joseru TRENNER advocated the removal of the meeting place of the Council 
from the chamber in which the meetings were now held, which, he said, was 
not only insufficiently commodious, but in the summer season absolutely 

On the question of the concentration of the offices in the City, the Council 
resolved : “ That it is highly desirable that the offices of the United Synagogue 
and Burial Society should be concentrated on the Duke Street site.” Oa the 


ae of providing a new Council Chamber the following resolution was 
carried :— 


That the Building Committee be requested to obtain alternative plans together with 
Estimates for the erection on the Duke Street site— 
(2) of offices for the United Synagogue and Burial Society, Council Camber, 
and accommodation for Officers of the Great Synagogue, and 
(5) of Offices for the United Synagogue and Burial Socie’y, and accommo- 
dation for Officers of the Great Synagogue, 
showing in each case, how the remainder of the site can be best developed; and 
2 — such plans and estimates, together with a Report thereon, to the 
ouncil, 


Pending the erection of a new Council Chamber the Honorary Uflicers 
are empowered to convene the meetings of the Council in such place as may 
from time to time be necessaay. 


Hampstead Synagogue. 


Authorisation was given to the Board of Management of the Hampstead 
Synagogue to enter into a contract for the extension of the building, as well as 
internal painting, ata cost not exceeding £:),8°57. 


Bayswater Synagogue. 


On the recommendation of the Building Committee the Council sanctioned 
eee alterations of the lavatories of the Bayswater Synagogue at a cost 
of £55. 

Hammersmith Synagogue. 


_The Council authorised the internal painting and cleaning of the Hammer- 
smith Synagogue at a cost not exceeding £142. 


The Banking Arrangements of the United Synagogue. 


The Finance Committee reported adversely on the advisability, suggested by 
the auditors, of inviting tenders for the United Synagogue Current Account 
from one of the principal Joint Stock banks. The Committee having given the 
matter careful consideration were strongly of opinion that on financial grounds 
a8 well as on the grounds of convenience and expediénacy it was unadvisable to 
interfere with the present banking arrangements. 


Mr, Joseru TRENNER, one of the Auditors, moved :— 


That inasmuch as under the present banking arrangements large balances frequently 
remain unproductive, the Report of the Finance Committee cannot be regarded 
as satisfactory, and in the opinion of the Council better arrangemente shculd be 
made whereby such balances are rendered productive of income to the Council. 


The motion was seconded by Mr, L. J. GGrEENvERG, Auditor. 
. Mr. L. B. Franxuin strongly supported the opinion arrived at by the 
Finance Committee and the 
Local Synagogue Libraries. 


Mr. B, Kempner papeaed a series of resolutions to the effect that it was 
desriable that a small library, furnished with the leading books of Hebrew 
and Anglo-Jewish literature, should be fitted up in each of the Constituent 
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Synagogue buildings, to form a place of assembly for members of the con- 
gregation to read, learn and converse on the Jewish religion, and to study 
Jewish history. In moving the resolutions, Mr. Kempner said that it was 
impossible to ignore the fact that the ideal and practical Jewish religious life, 
as directed by the Torah and beautified by tradition, had fallen into decay 
amongst a large section of the community. It was not that Judaism had lost 
its strength or vitality, nor was its practice in any way incompatible with the 
spirit of modern times, But ignorance of the great principles of the Jewish faith 
and indifference on the part of Jewish parents,were age | and surely rendering the 
rising generation of Jews absolutely indifferent to all things Jewish. In his 
opinion such a condition of life was not only calculated to disturb domestic 
happiness, but was threatening to the future of the Jewish community. To a 
sincere Jew it occasioned a feeling of humiliation to witness the greater activity 
of the Christian community in the field of religious and ethical culture. He 
attributed the decadence of religious life amongst the Jews to the neglect of 
those whose duty it was to provide the means whereby the religious sentiments 
which were instilled into Jewish children might be kept alive and developed in 


after years, and he proposed the formation of synagogue libraries as a means to 
attain that object, 


Mr. Joserit TrenNer formally seconded the resolutions. 


The CilAIRMAN said that he was compelled to oppose the resolutions, not 
because he deprecated their merits, but because they afforded an instance of 
centralisation which was mischievous. The religious training of the members 
of the Constituent Synagogues should be left to local effort on the part of the 


ministers. The Council did not possess the. local knowledge neces- 
sary properly to consider the needs and requirements of each 
particular district, in addition to which. if it were adopted, Mr. 


Kempner's suggestion would be trenching on the functions of the 
ministers whom the United Synagogue had appointed in various parts of 
London. He was impelled to that conclusion although he welcomed the senti- 
ment which provoked the resolutions. It should nek ie forgotten however that 
the Jewish Study Society met the very need to which attention had been 
directed and if those who were interested in the study of the Jewish religion 
and history would communicate with the Jewish Study Society every assistance 
would be given to establish local branches.

In a fortnight the first census ofthe new century wil) 
be held. The occasion will also mark the centenary of 
the introduction of the census into England, and as 
such may give rise to interesting reflections on the 
enormous progress achieved since the first grand count was held. It is a 
matter for some regret that there will be no room for precise statistical com- 
parisons in the case of the Jews. (nfortunately there is no religious census 
in this country. Continental countries entertain no objection to a religious 
enumeration—there is one in Russia for instance—while according to Mr. 
Noel Humphreys, a prominent census official, Catholic countries, as a rale, 
are not at all averse from such an operation. It is only where sectional 
interests or sectional fears prevail that a religious census is excladed, and in 
this country these forces are very much in prominence. Many people of no 
particular convictions, it is feared, would write themselves down Church of 
England — just as some prisoners flatter us by. writing themselves 
down Jews—and the resalt would be to give exaggerated numbers 
to the Lstablished Chuorch. ‘Sach apprehensions do not directly 
concern the Jewish subjects of the King, who, on the other hand 
have a very real interest in ascertaining once and for all what is their exact 
number in the country. At the present time estimates flactuate between 
the wild exaggerations of the opponents of immigration and the apologists 
who may (aite naturally be disposed to pitch their calculations in a minor 
key. It would therefore be as well in the interests of all concerned if the 
exact numbers could be ascertained. There is already a religious cen<us in 
Ireland and we hope the next census may see this example extended to thé 
other parts of the United Kingdom.

Alien attention is being given to the Jewish colony down 
Immigrants Last by their Englisl brethren. It is feared that 
and behind the innocent form of the enumerator tlie alien 


the Census. immigrant may see the more sinister figure of the 
police-sergeant, or the tax-gatherer. The image of the 
oppressor, to use Lord Salisbury’s ;hrase, may cross his mind. It is, 
possible, too, though not very probable, that the old aversion to counting 
may still linger in his recollection. This aversion—summed up in the ancient 
saying, ‘there is no blessing in what is weighed or measured or numbered. 
but only in what is hidden from the eye ’—is by no means a Jewish senti- 
ment only. Folklore abounds in instances.in which disaster is sopposed to have 
overtaken the counters of heads. [ut among Jews the aversion was, perhaps, 
emphasised by the recollection of the sorrow which resulted from the taking of 
the census by King Vavid, though King David was punished, not so much 
for the enumeration itself, as for tle spirit in which it was made. That this 
soperstitious aversion to a census had no practical inflaence, however, may be 
deduced from the fact mentioned by the Midrash that Israel was counted on no 
less than ten different occasions ; and as a factor in determining the menta! 
attitude of the foreign immigrant, it may conseqnently be dismissed. The 
fact that the Russian Jew has come here from a land of persecution is quite 
enough to account for any suspicions that may lurk within him. The Chief 
Rabbi and the Board of Guardians are taking special measures at once to 
remove those suspicions and to smooth the path of the enumerators. 
Circulars are being issued giving re-assuring explanations and making clear 
what the uestions are and how they should be answered. In addition, volan- 
tary workers are undertaking to visit the houses of the foreign Jews, with 
the object of ensuring that the schedule be properly filled up. In 
1891, when similar steps were taken, between seventy and eighty 
ladies and gentlemen took part in this work, and it is to be hoped that an 
equally large and eager band of visitors will be forthcoming this year. Those 
who come forward will have a double reward : first, the consciousness of per- 
forming an important civic duty and making the foreign colony as little a 
rock of offence as possible; and secondly the unstinted gratitude of the 
census Officials. It is gratifying to note, from an interview published in 
another column, that in the opinion of the Assistant Secretary to the Census, 
the foreign Jews, thanks to the efforts of the Chief Rabbi and the Board 
of Guardians, caused less trouble in 1891 than any other section of the 
population. 


We printed last week a noble appreciation of Dr. Adolf 
Neubauer, from the pen of Canon Driver, one of the 
veteran scholar’s most distinguished pupils. On 
Monday last the former Sub-Librarian of the Bodleian 
celebrated his (0th birthday amidst the congratulations not only of Oxford, 
where he has spent the half of his laborious life, but of Oriental scholars in 
all parts of the world. Preaching at the St. John’s Wood Synagogue last 
Sabbath, on the subject of Jewish Studies, the Chief Rabbi, who is

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invariably happy in seizing upon topics of opportune interest, referred 
at some length to Dr. Nenbauer’s brilliant services to Jewish 
literature. These services have ranged over period of 
at least forty years, for just this period has elapsed since he gave to the world 
his studies on the Dictionary of Rabbi David ben Abrahamof Fey. They 
have been marked by a devotion to the highest ideals of learning which js 
rare, even among scholars. It was a titting theme to inspire a .Jewish 
sermon, for the stadies to which Dr. Neubauer has consecrated his life, and jy 
the pursuit of which he has impaired his physical powers, lie at the very 
foundation of the Jewish religion. If the appreciation in which Jewis), 
learning is held in different communities may, be regarded as ap 
index of the strength of Jewish feeling they display, then we 
may congratalate ourselves on the state of affairs in our community, 
Recent years have exhibited an obvions tendency to enhance the respect in 
which Jewish learning is held. There is no need to particularise instances, 
but the selection of Professor Schechter to distribute the prizes at Jews’ 
College next speech-day is a new departure which may be cited as ay 
interesting cas in point. Undoubtedly, the scholar is gradually coming by 
his own—even in England which used to be thought to despise Jewish letters. 
The foundation of the Jewish Stady Society and the success which has attended 
it are significant signs of the times. Bat something yet remains to be done 
before he can be said to have come by it entirely. We have often wondered 
why it does not occur to congregations to show their appreciation of Jewish 
learning by conferring honorary memberships on eminent scholars. [p 
spreading Jewish knowledge, the ‘ I.amden” is doing the work in which the 
synagogue is most interested. He is a Rabbi in the highest sense. Ministers 
of religion, and the members of their flock through them, are indebted to his 
researches. Such an offer of membership would be a graceful return for 
intellectual labours whose worth is above price. 


An interesting discussion has been going on in our 
colamns respecting the situation of the Jews in 
Greece. Whatever may have been the connections 
between Greeks and Jews in the past, the points of 
contact between them at the ;/resent day are comparatively few : for the 
Jewish popalation in the Kingdom of hing George appears to be 
not only small, but stationary. Its numbers which in 18!!! are 
given as 5792 are returned in 1901 as 5,800, or a net 
increase of 8 in 10 years. Smallness of numbers need not allect the 
natural interest which English Jews feel in their (jreek brethren, and particu- 
larly English Jews, for it was largely owing to the efforts of the British 
Government that ‘ireece became an independent kingdom. Moreover. the 
fact that the Ionian Islands were a direct gift from this country to (rreece 
intensifies the interest of English Jews in the fate of their brethren in that 
part of the (ireek Kingdom. On the whole, the impression left by the

discussion in our colamus is not entirely favourable. It is true 
that the handful of (Greek Jews have no legal or State-made 
disabilities like the Jews of Russia and Roumania. I[n_ principle 


the fullest equality obtains. But in practice, even so ardent an apologist for 
the Greek Government as Dr. Belleli has to admit that it would be preposte- 
rous ” to argue that ‘the Jews actually enjoy in (ireece full rights.” W hen the 
Premier of a country publicly declares that all Jews ought to be jat back 
fifty years, it is idle to contend that the Jews of that country are emancipated 
in fact, whatever they may be in name. The truth of the matter seems to be 
that in emancipating the Jews the (ireek authorities, like the authorities in 
France, were considerably in advance of the sentiment of the people ss 8 
whole. This popular backwardness found brutal expression in the 
ritual excesses some years asago—excesses which drove Jews away 
from the Ionian Islands (where they had once enjoyed the fullest liberty 
under the British flag) and whose effects have even now not entirely vanished. 
It seems as thongh the long enslavement of a people tends to crush out 
its ideas of liberty, and to make of it a tyrant when it in tarn becomes free. 
The case of Roumania, perhaps, is a much more striking illustration of this 
than that of (ireece. Still, the decorations conferred by the (ireek (:overn- 
meht on several Jews may betoken the development of a better {veling 
towards the Jews. In the ordinary course of things it would only be natural 
to anticipate the evolution of the ideas of a people like the Greeks in the 
direction of liberty of thought and freedom of conscience.

to this telegram the colonists at Machnayim sre 
starving, and instant help is necessary to relieve the severe distress. Ln the 
Rothschild colonies also there does not exist a state of things which we 
should all desire to see. The process of passing out of the paternsl 
hands of Baron Edmond into those of the Jewish Colonisation Association 


has been accompanied with some trouble. The colonists having been 
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nursed for years have not grown accustomed to the sterner handling of their 
new sponsors, Yet, we have been assured on the excellent authority of our 
Jerusalem correspondent that all will be well in the end, and the least we can 
jo is not to indalge in premature talk of failure, but to remember that the 


jiflicalties which attend on _ every attem)»t at colonisation 
sre present in ten-fold force in this instance. The chief of 
these difficulties, a8 was pointed ont the other day at the 


meeting of the Chovevi Zion in (Jessa, ix the lack of sufficient land. 
other colonising efforts this difficulty has hardly been felt. [and thire 
has always been in abundance, and even superabandance. Bat the 
Palestinian colonist has not been so fortunate, and the consequence has been 
no little depression and discontent. This brings ns, however, to what has 
been the cardinal mistake in these colonies. There has not been enough 
organisation and investigation of the circumstances, Effective organisation 
and consultation would have taken proper stock of the possibilities of the 
conntry, and particularly of the extent of soil at disposal, and would have 
made arrangements accordingly. The trouble at Machnayim is a 
case in point. This colony adjoins three others. Two of these three 
would have been greatly helped by further allotments of land. 
and organisation would have, therefore, seen to it that the land on which the 
colony of Machnayim was settled was handed over to them. |nstead of that 
we have had a sepsrate colony at Machnayim, with, as a_ result, 
failare in this latter colony, and |:'ndered prosperity in the case of the other 
two. There can be little doubt that much money and grievous disappoint- 
ments could have been saved in Palestine by | <3 indiscriminate methods of 
settlement, better arrangements among the colonies, and a more careful 
selection of the colonists ; and the one hope is that the advent of the Jewish 
Colonisation Association may help to work a great improvement in this 
respect. 


The publication of a devotional volume for use at 
Sabbath Morning Services for Jewish children is a 
notable landmark in the history of communal progress. 
It indicates that the time has arrived when.the need 
fer such services has come to be felt. Those established by Miss Lily 
Montagu at St. Petersburgh Place, are finding imitators at Birmingham, in 
the l’rovincee, and at Berkeley Street, in London. There is reason to hope 
that before long the movement will spread far and wide. We need hardly 
point out that there is ample scope for such services in our community. It 
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is large enough to take in various schools of thought. While there are 
many parents among us who will prefer to train their children in the 
old-fashioned way in which they themselves were trained, by 
following the ordinary service for adults and growing to it 
by degrees, there are other parents who take a different 
view. These latter have noted with much concern that the traditional Hebrew 
service fails to appeal to the young mind. Is it to be that or nothing at 
sil? When the question is presented in this form it almost answers itself. 
No serious-thinking Jewish parents would be satisfied to see their children 
grow up without any kind of service suited to their wants. If the feelings 
of religious devotion be not implanted in early youth it may be difficult or 
impossible for them to take root at a later period of life. But the 
principle of adapting religions services to the special needs of the 
worshipper is capable of wider application. It may be pointed out 
in this connection that there are adults, also, to whom the ordinary 
service fails to appeal. As things are at present ordered, they must choose 
between the traditional form of prayer and nothing at all, with the result, 
as we know, that they sometimes prefer the latter. There must be many 
people of this type who crave for a form of service simj ler and more modern 
than that which is recognised by the Synagogue. The j,ublication in the 
vernacular of such devotional works as those of Mrs. Henry Lucas and 
Miss Nina | avis’ ‘ Songs of Exile,’ which has jast made its appearance in 
a beantiful form, would tend to show that the craving might be satisfied from 
But as yet the demand for such an adult service 
has hardly formolated itself in clear terms. When it is arged with suflicient 


insistency it will no doubt call forth the »ligious leader who wil! accomplish 
for it what Miss Montagna has done for children’s Sabbath services.

At the meeting of the County Council on Tuesday last, the question of the 
ontrivution towards the new Jewish Industrial School at Hayes came up for 
discussion. ‘The agenda paper stated that “ the Jewish boys for whom accommo. 
dation was temporarily provided at Mayford Industrial School, under an agree- 
ment entered into with the Jewish authorities, have been removed to Hayes. 
Asit is desirable that some school should be available for the reception of 
Jewish boys from the County of London ordered to be detained in an Industrial 
School, we have been in negotiation with the Managers of the Hayes School, 
who have expressed their willingness to accept the same rate of contribution 
towards maintenance as they have been paying for boys at Mayford, and an 
outit grant of £3 in each case on satisfactory disposal.” 

The following resolution was proposed at the Council meeting - 


That an agreement be entered-into with the managers of the Hayes Industrial School 
for the reception and maintenance at the School of Jewish boys from the County 
of London ordered to be detained in an industrial school: the Council to pay 
contributions towards the maintenance of each boy so received to make up with 
the Treasury grant an amount of 10s. a week, and an outfit grant of £3 in the 
case of each boy eatisfactorily disposed of; that it be referred to the solicitor 
to complete the agreement; and that the teal of the Council be affixed to the 
agreement when ready.

COMMERCIAL STBEET.—The Hebrew and Religi: us Instruction at this School under 
the direction of Miss Maers and her aesistsnte is eminently satisfactory. The children 
take a great interest in Hebrew writing, which is not merely a mechanical exercise, as tre 
meaning of the words they write is explained to them (ig the case of the higher classes), 
thus farnishing them with a useful vocabulary. The Jewish Hymos are impressively 
sung, and help to familiarise the children with the synagogue. Altogether the work can- 
not fail to lay a good religious foundation upono which it is to be hoped a sound moral 
superstructure will be reared by those who have subse juent charge of their training. 

BUCKLE STREET.—The resuite of the examination in Hebrew and Religion (Chief 
Rabbi's Code, Standard I.) are quite equal to those obtained in previous years which 
means that Miss Sions and her assistant teachers have been unremitting in their atteaotion 
tuthe arduous task allotted to them. The children are bright and attentive and reply in 
tuch & way a8 is indicative of the active exercise of their intellects as well as their 
memories. The songs and recitations are interesting features which prevent the children 
trom becoming dull and heavy. I| am pleased to know that the knowledge obtained by 
the children is not the result of cram, but is gradually imbibed thus leaving a clear and 
favourable impreesion. 


Sunday Baking. 


The London Master Bakers’ Protection Society and the Amalgamated 
Union of Operative Bakers and Confectioners are once more bestirring them- 
selves with a view to preventing the Jewish bakers from working on Sunday, Asis 
well known, many Jewish bakers are in the habit of commencing work on 
Saturday night, upon the conclusion of the Sabbath, and working on into 
Sunday morning, the bread being sold the same day (/.¢., on Sunday). Two 
years ago the Gentile bakers took out a number of summonses against them, 
since Which time, however, the matter dropped. It is now threatened to resume 
these prosecutions, on the ground that (ientiles are either forced to keep pace 
with the Jews and so work on Sunday, or else be content to see their custom 
trausferred to Jews. “If Jews must rest on Saturday’ is the argument, “ then 
— cannot make up for it by working on Sunday, but must rest on Sunday 

00, 

The Jewish master bakers, however, deny that they are forcing the Gentiles 
to work on Sunday. Most of the Sunday bread is baked for Jews who 
patronise their brethren almost entirely. onsequently, (:entile bakers who 
refuse to supply fresh bread on Sundays are in no danger of losing customers, 
lhe Jewish master bakers also deny the allegation that they really work both 
ou Saturday and Sunday. Only an insignificant minority do, and these it is 
hoped to win round to better ways. On the other hand, they ask how many of 
the big Gentile firms manage to have their fresh bread out at seven and eight on 
Monday morning if they do not bake on Sunday. If summonses are issued, the 
Jewish master bakers intend to engage a solicitor in defence,

With the object of directing relief for the Jews in Galicia a new society 
was formed here last week at the head of which is the Bnei Brith Lodge of 
Vienna. It is hoped that the Jewish Colonisation Association will be induced 
to support this movement, from which the Zionists entirely hold aloof. The

Russian Items. 


Large German firms who are buying hops in Russia have petitioned the 
Government to permit their agents of the Jewish faith to reside everywhere in 
the Russian Empire. It is proposed, according to the Russian Press, to grant 
this petition on condition that the agents observe the prescribed rules. The 
right of foreign Jews to reside temporarily in Russia may now be accuired by 
the payment of very considerable special taxes, 


Moshe Tomashoff, a tailor and ex-soldier, has been expelled from the out- 
skirts of Kieff for the sole offence of working during the day in a factory in 
Kieff. On complaint to the Governing Senate, this High Tribunal where 
justice for Jews is very often sbisined: tee declared against the expulsion of 


Moshe Tomashoff, who, “although working at Kieff,” very regularly returned . 


every evening to his family, who reside in the Nikolsk village, an outskirt 
of that town. His daily absence from the village cannot therefore be regarded 
as an interruption of his residence thereat. 


In consequence of a petition of the Merchants’ Association of the town of 
Tula, the Ministry of Finance has, according to the Russia newspaper, decided 
to admit to the Commercial School of Tula boys of all conditions and religions 
with the exception of Jews. 


In the townlet Nikolaievka, in the Ananieff district, the state of the Jews’is 
very deplorable. ‘They are almost dying of hunger and cold and have no one to 
whom to apply for help. The Odessa Committee, which last year supported 
them somehow, has this year closed its operations. A local agriculturist, N. N 
Tstcherbinsky, a Christian, has opened on his estate close to the townlet a 
kitchen for forty peasants and has distributed 1,225 lbs, of wheaten flour 
amongst the Jews. But this is only a drop in the ocean, 


There died recently, at Odessa, Dr. Solomon Viadimirovitch Akin, a well- 
known communal worker and an eminent physician. The deceased was born in 
1S. On leaving the Moscow University he obtained an appointment at the 
Odessa Town Hospital. Although receiving but a small salary he occupied his 
post for more than thirty years. In 1875, while on duty in the hospital, Dr. 
Akin was infected by a malignant disease, and leave was granted to him by the 
Emperor to proceed abroad for the purpose of recovery from his illness. On 
returning to Odessa he again resumed his duties atthe hospital. During the 
Russo-Turkish war the deceased was appointed Chief Medical Officer of the 
Odessa branch hospital of the Red Cross Society. His services at the hospital 
lasted about thirty-five years. In 1894, owing to heart disease, he was obliged 
to retire, and was decorated with the St, Viadimir Cross of the 4th Degree. 
Apart from his considerable professional practice, the deceased took a close 
interest in local Jewish communal institutions, and was for ten years President 
of the Odessa Branch of the Society for Spreading Education among the Jews 
in Russia, and an honorary member of the Odessa Jewish Clerks’ Mutual 
Assistance Society. 


The Administration of the State Domains of the Governments of Kherson 
and Bessarabia has, with the sanction of the Tsar, granted a sum of 27,/X) roubles 
to be distributed, as a loan, in provisions and seeds, amongst those Jewish 
agriculturists who have been affected by the total failure of the grain and hay 
harvests, A further grant will shortly be made through the same channel to 
the Jewish colonies in the Government of Ekaterinoslav. 


At Warsaw a new society has been established for mutual assistance 
amongst Jewish traders, clerks and handicraftsmen, under the title of 
“Brotherly Help.’ The statutes have received the sanction of the Govern- 
ment. The society will have the right to open cheap soup kitchens, dwellings, 
shelters, asylums, hospitals, ambulatories, etc., by special permission of the 
Government in each of these cases. 


At Tiflis the Jewish community has collected a sum of 15,000 roubles for 
the erection of a new synagogue to replace the old one, which, owing to its state 
of decay, has been demolished by order of the local authorities. 


The Russo-Jewish paper Budushtchnost publishes the following appeal 
from Odessa, signed by M. G. Morgalis, the well-known lawyer and journalist, 
Dr. Finkelstein, and Mr, B. Gourovitch, notary : 


Terrible want bas again visited the mass of the poor Jewish inhabitants of Southern’ 
h ussia, and especially the Government of Kherson. The second failure of the harvest 
and stagnation in industry have left Jewish labourers, handicraftemen and small traders 
without earninge. Weakened, deprived of means of subsistence by the previous failure 
of the crops, these poor people are now placed in a most critical condition. Many of those 
who last year were in possession of some opulence, stand now themselves in want 
of communal assistance. Thousands of souls in towns, townlets, and agricul- 
tural colonies are Jiterally starving. They have neither food nor fuel. Local means are 
exbausted by the previous calamity and are quite insignificant compared with the enormous 
magnitude of the preeent want. The Government and the Zemstvo, as in the previous 
year, are assisting the peasants only, and the Kitchens opened by the Red Cross Society, 
the Jews, on account of their dietary laws, are precluded from making use of. The rs 
hope left for them is help from outside, public sympathy, the participation of ‘he Jewish 
community, Jewish intelligence and, in general, Jews of all classes who have the power 
to come forward to the rescue of their suffering brethren. Want waits not. The 
number of the starving is increasing with every day. Help is wanted at once, 
immediately.

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West London Zionist Association. 


A lecture was delivered by Sir FRANCIS Monreriore to the members of the 
West London Zionist Association, at the West Hampstead Town Hall, on 
Saturday evening last, the Chair being occupied by Mr. W. Naruan, the 
Treasurer of the Association. 


Sir Frances MonrTeriore, in opening his lecture, said he regretted that 
the people of the district did not take more interest in the Association. He 
could not quite understand why Zionism had not appealed to the Jewish inhali- 
tants of West Hampstead, seeing that in nearly every portion of the world 
where Jews had gathered together Zionism had found many supporters, and 
there was scarcely a country or place of any importance which had not its 
Zionist Societies. But it was to be remembered that the present was 
essentially an age of indifference. Zionists could look with pride on the work 
which they had done, for they had been the means of bringing back to the 
fold of Judaism many who were becoming little more than infidels. The 
various conferences that had been held had accomplished more than any Jewish 
institution had done. They had united in one bond of universal brotherhood 
Jews of many races but of one religion, who had pledged themselves to support 
one another. Many people in considering the question had an idea that 
Zionists undervalued the work which was being done by the Anglo-Jewish 
community for the Jews throughout the world. Nothing could be further from 
their thoughts, and he was sure he was echoing the feelings of all good Zionists 
when he said they were grateful to the Anglo-Jewish community for what 
they were doing. But at the same time they felt that the means 
they employed were unequal to cope with the wants of the Jewish question, 
which was ever increasing in gravity andimportance. There were comparatively 
few Jews who were allowed to live in peace and happiness ; to the majority, 
justice and humanity were things that did not exist, but were only visions for 
them to dream of. In many countries the lives of the Jewish inhabitants were 
rendered wretched by the brutality of those who ruled over them, and there 
were not many parts of the world where a Jew could exercise to the full the 
many abilities and virtues with which Heaven had gifted him. The feeling 
against the Jew were becoming racial as well as religious, and no sophistry 
could deny the fact that the position of the Jew was worse now than it was 
half a century ago. An idea had emanated from the elegant neighbourhood of 
West Hampstead that it was impossible to be a good Jew and a good English- 
man. But Jews had always been loyal subjects to the country in which they 
lived, and not only was it rare to find a Jewish conspirator, nihilist or anarchist, 
but they were always ready to bear more than a fair share of the national 
burden. The South African war had shown that England could find no braver 
soldiers than those of her Jewish subjects, and when recently the country had been 
plunged into national mourning, no one had deplored the death of the late Queen 
more than the Jews ofthe Empire. Sir Francis then dealt with the various 
obstacles which had he said stood in the way of Zionism, and in conclusion he 
warned his fellow-Zionists to guard against the dangers of internal dissensions 
and jealousies, for whilst it would be disastrous to them if they were divided 
amongst themselves, if they banded together triumph was assured. 


Sir Francis MONTEFIORE, in answer to a question as to whether the present 
feelings of the Sultan of Turkey were known, said that negotiations were being 
carried out between Dr. Herzl and the Turkish authorities, and there was reason 
to believe that they were not altogether unfavourable. Atthe same time it 
would be a grave breach of diplomatic etiquette for Dr. Herzl to divulge any- 
thing until something definite was arrived at. But as the Turkish (;overnment 
were known to be very dilatory even in smallest matters the negotiations might 
be expected to take a long time. 


Dr. W: HEINEMANN said that with reference to certain prohibitions which the 
Turkish Government had recently made as to settlement in the Holy Land 
some malicious persons had laid the responsibility at the door of Zionism. But 
it was not feir to accuse Zionism of being the cause, as it was not intended to 
settle a single Jew in Palestine before the charter had been granted. This was 
in direct opposition to the hare-brained scheme of another society, whose plan 
had been to smuggle one Jew after another into the country. ! 


A vote of thanks to Sir Francis Montefiore for his lecture, was proposed by 
the Rev, |, Bose.y, a Christian congregational minister, who, as he explained, 
had been attracted to the meeting by a placard announcing it, which he had 
noticed in passing the hall. He had followed the Zionist question through the 
Jewish Press, and he regarded it as a great national movement as well as a 
humanitarian one. The reverend gentleman explained that both in and out of 
the pulpit he had always indeavoured to promote a better feeling between Jows 
and Christians. 


The. motion, which was seconded by Mr. 8. ALEXANDER, was carried with 
acclamation. 


The proceedings terminated by a vote of thanks to the chair, proposed by 
Mr. W. Miter and-seconded by Mr, Georce C, HANps, 


Jewish Colonies In Palestine.—On Sunday last, at the Toynbee Hall 
Exhibition Buildings, before a crowded audience of members and friends of 
the Juvenile Beacon of the Order of Ancient Maccabmwans, Dr. 8. A. Hirsch 
delivered a lecture on “Jewish Colonies in Palestine,” with lantern illustrations. 
The lecturer, in a few introductory remarks, explained fully the Nationalistic 
principle, and said that to those who say that “the Chovevi Zion 
Association had done practically nothing,” he could reply by saying 
that “in comparison with what ought to be done little has been done, and 
with what is expected to be done a great deal has been done.” The lecturer 
further said that as it was impossible for everybody to visit the 
colonies of Palestine, he would try to bring Palestine over here in a brown 
paper parcel. The lecturer then showed some very good illustrations on the 
screen of MRishon-le-Zion, Pesach Tikvab,* and other Jewish colonies 
in Palestine. The lecture’ was very interesting and _ instructive, 
the audience listening very attentively. Mr. KE. Ish-Kishor, in a 
long and enthusiastic speech, peapenee a hearty vote of thanks to the 
lecturer, which was seconded by the President, who appealed to the audience 
to support the colonists in Palestine, who are now in a very critical condition. 
The vote was carried by acclamation, and a collection for the Beni Yehoudi colony 
was made, which resulted in the sum of £1 Is, being contributed. The Beacon 
intend printing collection sheets for the colony, and the sum collected will

The Russian Chovevi Zion Association. 


The first preliminary meeting of all the members who have arrived ip 
Odessa to attend the extraordinary meeting of the Chovevi Zion Society. as 
well as of many local supporters, took place on the 24th February, in the offi cs 
of the Committee. The meeting was opened by the Chairman of the Society 
Mr .AvranAM Gri NneBerG. In welcoming those present, the Chairman pointed 
to the importance of the questions to be deliberated upon. The chair was the. 
taken by Dr. Tchlenoff. On the reports being read, the delegates from Pales. 
tine made some corrections and additions, For instance, Mr. Chaiur, th). 
representative of the Jewish Colonisation Association, was already proceedin. 
to acquire 100000 dunums of land for the labourers, but this wa. 
not concluded, owing to the sudden change of view at Paris: t}. 
report did not give as a reason for the failure of the deputatior 
the circumstance that the delegates of the Committee did not proceed to Berli,, 
and other corrections of less importance. Mr. Schenkin a ghee the sugges. 
tions of the Committee and dwelt on the measures which the Palestinians w;)) 
have to take in case the cm typ ero which is to wait on Baron Edmond cd» 
Rothschild and the Jewish Colonisation Society should not succeed, He 
suggested that they should form from their midst an independent organisatio, 
which should independently manage the Labourers’ Fund. He pointed out tha: 
the labourers could be attached to the land by granting them small plots of land 4 
small house, a vegetable garden, a cow, thus enabling them to get on, but he wa. 
decidedly against the creation of common industry. Mr. Ussischkin endeavoured 
to tranquillise the Palestinians who felt dejected by the unsteadiness of the 
situation in which the Colonies were now placed notwithstanding the con. 
siderable sums spent on them. The speaker compared Palestine with the colo. 
nisation of other countries as America, Australia, Siberia, the Transvaa! 
Other nations were colonising wild countries which had no population at a)! 
and where only physical force had to be applied for clearing th. 
soil and cutting trees, but land there was as much as was 
desirable. History has not yet furnished an example of colonisation 
where it was necessary to buy land. This was anovel method, and like any new 
method, was difficult, and beset with a mass of errors. From the experiment of 
eighteen years’ colonisation he arrived at the following three fundamenta! 
reasons of the failure: (1) Men did not look after themselves, but others looked 
after them ; they were, therefore, deprived of self-help, self-activity ; (2) The 
colonists took care of the far future, and cared not at all about questions of 
daily bread for the present ; (5) One of the reasons of the failure of the former 
colonisation was the superfinity of money. But for this abundance of money 
it would have been impossible for eighteen years to feed people and to build 
grandiose edifices, The speaker agreed to the sending of delegates to Paris, but 
he would like to furnish them witn wider credentials, ‘The delegates should, in 
his opinion, submit the following declaration : “ We, the representatives of the 
Palestine movement, and of a considerable part of the Jewish nation, are come 
here to declare that the disorders which are now going on in Palestine 
directly perturb the Jewish national soul. The Jewish nation 
cannot admit that colonists and labourers who have for eiglhiteen 
years worked in Palestine, should now be torn away from the 
soil. The Jewish nation, for the sake of quieting the pained Jewish 
national soul, demands that the Jewish Colonisation Association should leave 
on the soil those who are already living thereon. The millions of the Jewish 
Colonisation Association were offered to the Jewish nation, and the nation 
requests that a part of these millions be employed for retaining the 
colonists and the labourers on the soil. Mr. Ussischkin was against industria! 
enterprise. The local demand for manufacture is insignificantly small. The 
wants of the Arab are small. It must be made possible for the labourers 
to remain on the soil, to give them small means and leave them to themselves. 
He warned his hearers against an abuodance of means. For instance, the whole 
of the former Labourers’ Fand was used for settling seventeen or twenty-five 
families. We have not even the right, added the speaker, to use the 
pennies we have collected for the purpose of supplying the labourers 
necessities. Mr. Tiomkin agreed with Mr. Ussischkin, but wished 
to rehabilitate not only the Palestine colonisation but also the 
colonists. ‘“ We must,” says he “rehabilitate the good name of the 
colonists, so that the unfavourable opinion held of them by some minds shoul: 
not be shared by public opinion.” Mr, Tiomkin endeavoured to point out that 
the Administration is guilty in everything. The colonists were treated like 
children, having not the shgbtest right to alter or to object to anything, while 
the Odessa Committee and their representative at Jaffa were constantly 
advising the colonists to submit to the will of the Administration, to bow to the 
force of capital, thus preventing the Palestine rational protests from coming to 
the surface. The dependence on the Administration was also extended to free 
colonists and to the Palestine Society, as well, especially, since the time of the 
building of the Central Cellar, The Jewish Colonisation Society has, therefore, 
no right to tell the colonists that they are to leave the soil and to furnish them 
with travelling tickets. The speaker compared the present moment with the 


period of the liberation of the serfs in Russia, and proposed the same buying- 
out system. He suggested that they should demand from the Jewish Colonisa- 


tion iety a sum of four and a half million francs, to be paid with three per 
cent. annual interest by instalments during sixty years, to begin after the first 
ten years of the loan. 


Jews’ College Literary Society. 


The fourth of the series of Collegiate Lectures was given at the College, 
Queen Square House, on Monday last. 


The Presipent (Dr. M. Friedliinder), in opening the proceedings, referred 
to the fact that Dr. Adolph Neubauer had that day attained his (Vt birthday, 
and a vote of hearty congratulation to the eminent scholar was according|y 
passed, coupled with the hope that he might long be spared to adorn the literar) 
world, of which he is so brilliant a member. 


Mr. IsRacL ABRAHAMS then read a paper in criticism of Niese’s receot 
work on the two books of the Maccabees. Unlike the majority of authorities, 
Niese holds that the second book is older and more trustworthy than the first. 
The lecturer, while eulogising the thoroughness and originality of Nicses 
views, maintained that his main theses were not proved, Mr. Abrahams fully 
analysed Niese’s arguments and appreciated his fairness, but arrived at the con: 
clusion that though the first book 1s not free from “ tendency,” from exaggera 
tion and ftom “editing,” it is on the whole older than Book II. and more 
qenetaty | trustworthy. Book I. must still be made the basis of the history © 
the period,

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


Miss Nina Davis's ‘‘ Songs of Exile.’ 


A collection of Miss Davis's metrical renderings of medieval Hebrew poems 
has been issued in Philadelphia by the J ewish Publication Society of America. 
The merit of these renderings is unmistakable; their fidelity to the original 
being as noteworthy as the grace and felicity of the English style. A good 
many of the translations have appeared elsewhere, though no intimation is given 
of this. But some of the pieces are new, and all of them, new and old, fully 
deserve preservation in volume form. Their charm of manner and depth of 
feeling must win for these poems many devoted admirers, 

The title of the book fortunately does not quite correspond to the contents. 
Fortunately, for “ Songs of Exile” might lead one to expect a monotone in a 
minor key. The best of the piyutim are, it is true, elegies ;: the “Ode to Zion” 
remains the best specimen of the whole class. But Miss Davis has not restricted 
herself to elegies; on the contrary, some, though few, of her pieces are joyous 
and exhilarating in spirit, There is a Love Songand a Wedding Song, in which 
sre mingled those human and divine longings which were never long dissociated 
‘athe heart of a Hebrew poet. Variety has also been given to the volume by 
the inclusion of one or two secular poems on Chess, the quaintness of which 
well justifies Miss Davis's selection of them. One or two passages, again, are 
turned into prose, and there are included a few of the authoress's own composi- 
tions, some suggested by Talmudical passages, others the outcome of the gifted 
writers own inspiration. So beautiful are these last that one fondly sighs 
for more. 

[t is di!licult to select a piece for quotation because the finest of Miss Davis's 
translations (“ Ode to Zion ” and “I am the Suppliant’) are at once the longest 
and I hope the best known. But! feel much attracted by her rendering of an 
invocation by [bn Gabirol, a translation of which I once attempted myself in 
this column, a long while ago. The invocation is so fine that readers will be vlad 
to have Miss Davis's excellent alternative version. The title given to it. 

Morning Song.” is not quite appropriate ; itis really an introdnctory meditation 
or invoration. 
At the dawn I seek Thee, 
Refage and rock sublime,— 
Set my prayer before Thee in the morning, 
And my prayer at eventime. 
| before Thy greatness 
Stand, and am afraid :— 
All my secret thoughts Thine eye beholdeth 
Deep within my bosom laid. 
And withal what is it 
Heart and tongue can do ? 
What is this my strength, and what is even 
This the spirit in me too? 
And verily man's singing 
May seem good to Thee; 
So will I thank Thee, praising, while there dwelleth

Miss Davis has faced each translation with a useful biographical note on the 
suthor,and she has added Biblical and other references. These are all con- 
ined to the “facing” page, so that the poems themselves are free from 
references, and the reader's attention is not distracted. To the credit of the 
talented translator it should be pointed out that while, as is inevitable, the bulk 
of the poems are derived from Spanish writers, Kalir and others of his school 
arenot unrepresented. It would be a great boon were Miss Davis to translate 
more of Kalir, 

What with the work of the late Emma Lazarus, of Mrs. Lucas (whose 
‘Jewish Year’ has-won much well-deserved commendation), and of Miss Davis, 
English readers can no longer lament that the Hebrew poems of the Middle 
Ages area sealed book. The complaint will perhaps be made by some who 
peruse these lines that Miss Davis's volume is likely to remain inaccessible 
in this country, as has proved the case with other works issued by the Jewish 
Publication Society of America. It is, however, very probable that this source 
of dissatisfaction will soon be removed. The Jewish Historical Society of 
England ison the point of completing arrangements by which the American 
publications will also be issued in England, It will be a real pleasure to the 
Publication Committee of the Historical Society if the hoped-for arrange- 
ment finds its first practical expression in an English re-issue of Miss Davis's 
delightful book, 


Welihausen’'s ‘' israclite and Jewish History."’ 


The position of supremacy filled by Wellhausen in the theological world is 
‘xemplified by the unique rapidity with which the demand arises for new 
editions of his “ Israelitische und Jiidische Geschichte” (Berlin, Reimer). As 
usual, the author gives no hint by a word of preface as to the changes made in 
the new (the fourth) edition, but the student is not the loser by this reticence. 
t forces him, in order to ascertain the changes, to re-read the whole book 
Periodically, to make further and deeper acquaintance with its dogmatism, its 
partiality, its learning, and its genius, With all the repugnance that a Jewish 
reader must feel against the tendency of the work as a whole, it would be 
churlish and unjust to refuse an unstinted expression of admiration 
for its extraordinary beauties of thought and style. Io the history of the 

bean era, Wellhausen has been sensibly affected by Niese, but he rightly 
refuses to accept in the main Niese’s theory that the Second Book of 
coe 8 is older and more trustworthy than the First Book. From the 
rilliant chapter on the Gospels (“Das Evangelium”) I cannot abstain from 
citing @ part of the witty footnote on page 389, though the quip tells severely 
- ere ourselves: “ Jewish scholars hold that all that Jesus said is also in the 
7 2ud. Yes; all that, and a good deal more. Half is more than the whole.” 
ruly, Wellhausen is gifted with genius, though it be an arrogant genius that 
him. 
Incidentally, it is worth pointing out, Wellhausen cites the Hebrew Ben 
‘authentic. No important Continental scholar now upholds a completely 
favourable attitude towards the authenticity of the Cairene fragments. On 
Point 4 valuable note is added by Professor P, Placidus Steininger in the 


new number of Stade’s “ Zeitschrift” just to hand, In Sirach 51, 4b. occurs a 
mysterious word M)35. This Steininger reads Kibbot) from 335, “to burn” 
(Assyrian Kaubabu has the same sense). In this otherwise unknown Hebrew 
word, Professor Steininger perceives “a certain proof of the authenticity of the 
Hebrew fragments.” Such proofs are multiplying. 


The Cambridge Bible for Schools. 


Professor Driver's “ Daniel" in the Cambridge Bible for Schools series is 
the best edition of Daniel yet published in any language. It outdoes the 
Germans in thoroughness, but it is as readable as they are usually dull, as clear 
as they are involved. It is disfigured by none of the irritating abbreviations 
which make a German Commentary harder to read than the most recondite of 
Rabbinical treatises. It is impossible to do justice to Professor Driver's work 
in a short note ; it may be necessary to return toit. Suffice it to say that this 
is the ideal Commentary, and that the general editor may be congratulated on 
its admission into the series, The series has of late years taken great strides 
forward ; the commentaries have become more critical and much more scholarly. 
Some of the earlier volumes were inadequate and, here and there, one must 
frankly confess, useless, But sucl; recent volumes as Fairweather and Black's 
‘ First Book of the Maccabees,” Barnes's “ Chronicles,” Skinner's “ Isaiab,” and 
now Driver's “ Daniel,’ have elevated the series to the very front rank of 
Biblical exegetical handbooks. ae ®

The 
cover of the book is given “ local colour” by the picture of a Cohen in the act of 
proclaiming the Priestly Benediction, the “Shield of David” being conspicuous 
on either side of him. As an indication of the popularity to which Mr, 
Zangwill'’s work has attained, it may be mentioned that as many as 50,010 copies

The Classe: have been held on 410 Sabbaths, 
with an attendance varying from 72 the lowest, to 1.550, the highest, Only on five Sab- 
baths did the numbers fall below 1,000. A special class was held for those children who 
desired to compete for the Hampstead Foundation Prize Essays, and nine boys and four 
girls seentin their papers. Mr 8S. Amstell, the teacher, had the satisfaction of knowing 
that two prizes were awarded tothe pupils he had trained. A specisl feature of the 
Sabbath School is ita choirs. The girls’ choir of eighty voices ie traired by Miss Lizzie 
Hart, assisted by Miss R. Malcer, and the boys’ choir of fifty voices is trained by Mr. 8S 
Amstell. At the conc'usion of lessons the two choirs assemble in the hall, where, after 
a brief prayer, two orthree pealmsare sung. The children thus become acquainted with a 
number of psslms used in the Prayer Book, and the simple melodies used fix the words on 
their memories. Mr. S. Amstell having been appointed Choirmaster of the 
New Hambro Synagogue, twenty-five of the Sabbath School «oir volunteered 
their services, and the Wardens expreseed themselves as bing mach pleased 
with the satisfactory working of this arrangement. On a_ recent virit of 
the Chief Rabbi to that synagogue, he showed his appreciation of their 
singing by inviting all the boys t6 his house, where they spent a most enjoyable evening. 
Whilst not courting publicity, the Sabbath Classes have a legitimate grievance that so little 
notice is taken by the leaders of the community of the good work that is being done. 
Bearing in mind that the teaching is voluntary, and that the teachers themselves are the 
best and most experienced of their class, an occasional visit from rome pereon of influence 
would show some appreciation of their work. The excellent result of the work is only 
achieved by the lovalty and steadfa:tness of the staff of teachers, who by their regularity 
and punctuality do t much to keep the michine in going order. Bat the bighest and 
most satisfactory appreciation of their services is evicced by the children themselves, 
who of their own free will come to these classes week by week and year by year. lua 
conclusion, the Hon. Superintendents express sincere thanks to the Committee of the 
Jews’ Free School who so kindly allow the Sabbath Classes the free use of their sp:cious 
clase-roome and ball. 


The CHAIRMAN then addressed the meeting. Mr. Mosts, who was cordially 
received, said that the honour which the Hon. Superintendents had done Mrs. 
Moses and himself in inviting them to take part in the distribution of prizes 
was an honour they would have deeply appreciated under any circumstances. 
But there was one reason why he felt specially gratified at presiding, and that 
was because many years ago he was for a considerable period an Hon. Superin- 
tendent of the Classes, and he was delighted to renew his acquaintance with 
them under those happy conditions. Collectively the children whom he saw 
in their Classes a week ago seemed an exact reproduction of what he saw there 
in 1885 and the succeeding years, but among the teachers he could not help 
noticing a very complete change. Out of the twenty-eight who worked under 
him only two remained, but he was pleased to recognise among the teaching 
staff several whom he recognised as pupils in his time. His then colleague, 
Mr. Elkan Adler, had remained in office ever since, and there could be no doubt 
that the continuity of personal supervision had contributed largely to the success 
of the Classes. He was, however. not unmindful of the zealous and unremitting 
work done during the last nine or ten years by the other Hon. Superintendent, 
Mr. H. G, Meyer, between whom and the pupils and teaching stat! there 
existed cordial good feelings... Mr. Meyer liked to keep everyone up to the 
mark ; he was very energetic, very sympathetic, and perhaps somewhat exact- 
ing ; but combined with those qualities, which might inspire respect but certainly 
not cordiality, he had an unvarying geniality and good nature which had 
made him most popular with everyone with whom he came in contact. 
Mr. Moses then gave some figures on the work of the Sabbath 
Classes. When he was an Hon, Superintendent in the year 
1884, there were 27 teachers and an average attendance of 5S pupils, 
Last year there were 31 teachers and an average attendance of 1140 5 pupils, 
including children who have left school and go to work. Sabbath 
Classes for small children were excellent, but for children between twelve and 
sixteen they served a purpose even more useful. He could not help pointing 
out one anomaly. While in |1884 there was one teacher to 21 or 22 pupils, in

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The Manchester Home for Aged Jews. 


In the very midst of the well-populated district of Cheetham. stands a 
pretty little double-fronted house, which, but for the notice plate, could be 
easily taken for the residence of some well-to-do tradespeople. On ringing the 
bell the door was opened by a bright, pleasant-faced woman, who I afterwards 
jiscovered was Matron of the tiny little institution, which shelters and protects 
eight inmates of either sex, each and all being of the age that requires the 
tenderest care and sympathy. One old lady told me that she had attained the 
ripe ave of eighty-six, such a happy contented face she has, which positively 
beamed with delight when she expressed her gratitude, not only for her present 
comforts, but the knowledge that “ when ber time came,” to use her own words. 
“she would die among Yiddin,” who would say “She-ma Yiss-ro-ile” when her 
‘Ne-sho-ma” was going out of her body. In the case of another inmate, not 
quite so aged, but very weak from former privation. it was most touching to 
see with what care she tried to help her neighbour less active than herself. 

The room in which these poor old women were resting in contentment 
after their day's work was over, and where they are quietly and peacefully 
awaiting their “ last call,” has a very cheerful look-out; it is to the front, and as 
the neighbourhood is thickly populated there is a continued stream of passers 
by to rivet the attention, and so cheer them up by giving them occasional 
glimpses of people whom they have known at different times, and in whom 
they still feel some interest. After having a chat with each in turn, 
| left them feeling deeply impressed with the fact that the 
Manchester community has something to be proud of in the _pos- 
session of such a peaceful shelter for their ‘Aged Poor.” (f course, I 
was shown the men’s dormitory and sitting room, and here one of the inmates 
became my cicerone and initiated me into the mysteries of “‘ Home Life,” &c., 
speaking in terms of the greatest respect for everyone connected with the 
institution. He also introduced me to an aged inmate, a most intelligent old 
fellow. who was engaged in reading by the softly fading daylight. I asked him 
ifbe could see. “ Yes,” he said, he wished he was otherwise as strong as his 
sight was good,” but, thank (iod,” he continued, “I have nothing to grumble 
about. As I bade them all “ Goodbye,” I could not help feeling that this tiny 
refuge for the old and the weary must be most inadequate to the wants of so 
vast acommunity as that of Manchester. Surely there must be at least a score 
of fitand proper subjects,and being rather of a curious turn of mind I made 
enquiries and found that the Committee are greatly hampered for want of funds. 
To me this seemed an impossibility from the fact, pure and simple, that the 
Jews of Manchester, although cosmopolitan, are very orthodox, and do not 
need to be told the duties incumbent on them as Israelites. If they do need 
awakening, there are plenty of “ Wise Men of the East” in their midst to 
teach them, but to my mind a personal visit to the “Home” itself must 
appeal to the heart, and from the heart to the pocket is not very far, 
[ must say, [ was more than surprised on looking at the “ Visitors ’ book to 
tind so very few interested, especially as there are no hard and fast lines with 
regard to days or hours of visiting. The “ Home ” is always open for inspection, 
Are there no young ladies possessed of a feeling of reverence for the aged who 
would be willing to give up some of their leisure and devote it to their service ’ 
To visit them occasionally, and read or chat with them is not a difficult task, 
besides which it would in a manner introduce the warmth and sunshine of their 
own youth into the lives of the old and infirm. If this were practised, | feel 
sure they would become so interested themselves, that they could not fail to 
obtain material assistance from their parents, brothers, or sweethearts, either in 
the form of money or gifts in kind which are always acceptable to any Institu. 
ton. They would thus ensure for themselves a two-fold reward, the reward of 
securing the affection of the aged inmates and the knowledge that they had 
performed an act of charity, the remembrance of which would always brighten 
their own future. In this year of universal mourning for our late well-beloved 
Queep, while our hearts are sorrowing for the loss of such a noble example of 
pure womanhood, quite apart from her regal sway, would it not be well to 
initiate a scheme for the promotion of charity in her name and by members of 
herown sex. Was she not equally at home reading (iod's Word at the bedside 
of a cottager on her estate, as when arrayed in all the splendour of her Imperial 
robes and receiving her subjects at Buckingham I'alace? Indeed, she will live 
in the hearts of the myriads of her subjects still, as a woman, more than as a 
Queen and Empress, then as a woman there will be no difficulty in trying to 
emulate her virtues. Old age, sickness, sorrow, distress always appealed to her, 
let them also appeal to the “ Daughters of Israel” who are residents of Man- 
chester, and in the course of a very short time there is no doubt that the 
‘Home for Aged Jews” will receive such support as to render it an ever- 
lasting memorial of a great and glorious Queen, whose benign influence has 
stamped her as the most Illustrious Sovereign that has ever sat upon this or any 
other Throne.

A Hymnal for Jewish Children. 


Pra yers, Psalms and Hymns, selected and arranged for use at Sabbath Morning 
Services for Jewish Children (Eyre Srorriswoone, 191). 


In the anticipation that the new movement for establishing Sabbath Services 
for Jewish Children will make further progress, Miss Lily H. Montagu and 
Miss Theodora Davis have « ompiled a volume of Prayers, Psalms and Hymns 
for use at such services. The volume consists, in the first instance, of a selec- 
tion of prayers from the Sabbath morning ritual. Commencing with Adon 
Olam and an original Sabbath prayer, strong in its simplicity, the book contains 
English translations—paraphrases and adaptations, rather—of some of the most 
beantiful passages in the Shachrith, such as "NPN, 737 AIAN and 
OU. The Shemang and the Ten Commandments are given both in Hebrew and 
in English. So, too,is Adon Olam. There is an original Prayer for the King, to 
be recited by the children themselves ; other prayers to be so recited ; a direction 
for an extempore English prayer to be offered by the Leader ; and various 
Psalms and Hymns. | 


The principal difficulty, we imagine, that the authors have experienced in 
the course of their labours, has been to find suitable hymns. The number of 
really good hymns for children is excessively small. If anyone doubts this 
statement, let him try to compilea hymnal for himself. The editors have there- 
fore been compelled to spread their net widely, borrowing not only from the 
works of Mrs. Henry Lucas and the compilations of modern American Rabbis, 
but also from the hymns of the Rev. Charles Vovsey and the South Place 
Religious Society, as well as writers like Mr. John Farmer and Miss Riggles- 
worth. The Psalms and Hymns comprise the greater portion of the work, and 
the task of Miss Theodora Davis has been the selection of their musical settings. 
Being intended to be sung by children without instrumental accompaniment, 
the tunes chosen are of the simplest character. Some of the melodies are 
traditional, others are the compositions of such well-known musicians as Naum- 
bourg, Mombach, Salaman and Waley, and others are by Miss Davis herself. 
Altogether there are forty-six different settings, ten being for Psalms, and 
thirty-six hymnal. 


It, will be seen that the editors have compiled a work of no small value, and 
one which must have cost them a great deal of anxious labour. They will not 
go unrewarded, The work is likely to experience a great demand, for it satisfies 
a real want, and nothing like it has hitherto appeared. Although primarily 
written with a view to the needs of the children’s services conducted by Miss 
Montagu at the New West End Synagogue, the volume is intended for 
children's services at other synagogues as well, and we shall be surprised if it 
doesnot prove equally useful and popular in the family circle. Indeed, it is 
just the thing needed for children at prayer, whether in the synagogue or at 
home ; and as the editors hope, “ it may help to strengthen the spirit of religion 
among children, and stimulate it to find expression in their daily life.” The 
book 1s priced at the modest sum of 1s. 61., which brings it within the reach of 
all classes, and it is to be had of Mr. H. J. Phillips, theological bookseller, 10, 
St. Petersburgh Place.

At the Marlborough Road Board School, Hightown, Manchester, which is 
under the jurisdiction of the Salford School Board, a considerable number of 
Jewish pupils have lately been enrolled. | p to the present, however, no arrange- 
ments have been made as their instruction in Hebrew and religious subjects 
On this fact becoming known to the Rev Dr. B. Salomon, that gentleman put 
himself in communication with the School Board authorities, with the result 
that a Sub-Committee was appointed to consider the question. Ata recent 
meeting of the Board, to which Dr. Salomon was invited. the reverend gentle- 
man was informed that the Board had decided to accede to his request that 
suitable religious instruction be provided for Jewish pupils at the School. The 
Board had resolved to appoint two’ Jewish certificated teachers to positions at 
the School, to take charge of pupils in attendance. 


The fourteenth annual report and balance sheet of the Jewish Workin®

held on the club premises on Saturday next, shows that this institution stil” 
continues to progress in the right direction. Considerable increases are obser 
vable from nearly all sources of revenue, whilst as a centre of social amusement 
and intellectual improvement the club has more than maintained its recognised 
place in the communal organisation, The concerts organised by the Entertain- 
ment Committee, whilst more numerous than in past years, were of all- 
round excellence and were attended by large and appreciative audiences. 
Lectures of a high standard of merit were also delivered, whilst com- 
plimentary allusion is made to the work of the Debating Society. The 
sub-societies, including the Chess Club, Athletic, Choral and Orchestral 
Societies. have made satisfactory progress, whilst good work is being 
performed by the Ladies’ Physical Culture Society. The musical tastes 
of the younger section of the members have been utilised by the 
formation of an amateur minstrel troupe, Allusion is made to the great loss 
sustained by the institution in the death of the Rev. L. M. Simmons, 
who was one of the Vice-l’residents of the Club, and Chairman of its 
Literary and Debating Society, and who at all times assisted with his wise 
counsel and advice. His memory will be perpetuated by a marble tablet which 
will be unveiled on the Club premises on Sunday afternoon next, just before 
the annual meeting. The membership now stands at over thirteen hundred, 
and there is a reserve fund of £410).

The Rabin 
supports his contention by citing the Rambam in Orach Chayim, who admits 
that a Jew may embark on aship on Sabbath because the non-Jew does not 
profane the day specially for the Jew, as the service would be carried on

FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


The dispute in the United Card Box Makers’ Association, between the 
Union and some of its members, has been at last settled by a representative 
conference of several Unions convened for the purpose. At the time of its 
last strike, a few months ago, four members behaved in an un-union-like manner, 
remaining at work, contrary to the decision of the Union. They were 
accordingly branded as deserters, their names publicly exposed on a “black 
list,” as it is called, and ever since refused re-admission to the ranks. These 
men, however, alleged some reasons for their disobedience to the societies’ call, 
reasons, which many thought constituted extenuating circumstances in their 
favour. The dispute having a deterrent effect on the progress of the Union, it 
eventually agreed to refer the matter to arbitration, and the award of the 
conference alluded to above was as follows: One man to pay 2s. fine and 
arrears of contributions for the whole time; another was fined 1's, and must 
pay all arrears ; a third to pay 5s. fine, and a fourth must settle all his arrears 
only, All parties concerned are satisfied with this award. Ata meeting to be 
called for the purpose, the stigma attached to the names of these men will be 
declared null and void. It is hoped, now that the settlement has been 
brought. about, the Union will be able to resume its course of organising work. 


- As I hinted ona previous occasion, the result of the negotiations proceeding 
between the two Tailors’ Unions has been so far successful. The National 
Tailors’ Union has sent delegates to a meeting of the Independent Tailors’ 
Union with a reply couched in the following terms :— 


The National Union reciprocates the desire of the Independent Union to work 
harmoniously togetber. In its opimon the existence of these two Unions is 
essential. owing to divergence of views on religious matters. Every workman, 
whatever his views outside Uaion affairs, will now have the opportunity to ‘join 
either the one or the <ther society. But it puts forward two proposals. The first is that 
it will support a strike in favour of shorter hours, provided it will be promised similar 
support in the demand not to be compelled to work on the Sabbath day. ‘The second pro 
posal is that, when otherwise agreed, some arrangement be made of dealing with persons 
leaving one society and joining the other. 


The first proposal was agreed to in a resolution to that effect : and with 
regard to the second proposal, the appointment of a Joint Committee of both 
Unions was recommended, to devise some practical scheme, whereby it will be 
possible to control the relations of the two respective Unions in an amicable 
way.
